The generous impulse being appealed to is the privilege of providing 
food, clothing and fuel for the unfortunates who lack them 
Hellish motives also are being stressed 
the idea that it will cost us 
far more iii the long run lf we refuse to gtw* help now. aud the political 
concept that Communism would spread rapidly In the disintegration 
which would occur lf these conditions are not relieved 
There Is a way to meet the crisis which is perfectly simple, entirely 
practical, which would strip the program from most of the com plications 
which have raised suspicion about It and would minimise its effect on 
our own hom e-front 
THAT WOULD BE TO TC RN IT OVER TO TH E RED CROHS! 
The problem of relieving w idespread em ergency distress is one of 
those for which the Red Cross was created 
Why Is not the present situation exactly “down the alley” for this j 
world-wide relief organisation? 
Tse of such an independent relief body, aided by such other agencies 
as might care to join (Friends’ Service, tor instance), would take the 
m atter entirely out of polities. 
It would no longer be the governm ent Itself which would Im- cuter 
lug the American m arkets to buy up the supplies, but un Independent 
charitable body 
Moreover, the sensitive question of money 
who would receive it 
bow much. who would spend It. and how the American people would Im* 
protected from graft on the home front and m isappropriation aud nils 
use of the funds by foreign governm ents 
all these problem s would b* 
solved 
The Red Cross could buy all needed com modities and arrange for 
shipm ent and distribution 
without touching a cent of the la sh 
The 
money could be paid out. on order directly by the I’. S T reasury

that would be necessary would be a blunket appropriation from Con 
gress. and legal authority for the m atter to be so bandied 
In the hands of the Red Cross, It would be possible to see that the 
food and other spot relief went directly where it was needed
